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PRESIDENT TRUMAN CONDUCTS TELEVISION TOUR 
OF WHITE HOUSE; TELECAST ARRANGED BY NBC 


President Truman was "at home" in the White House to 
millions of American televiewers on Saturday, May 3, from 4:00 to 
5:00 p.m, (EDT), The telecast was arranged by the National Broadcasting 
Company. Not only did the idea of the tour of the Chief Executive's 
mansion originate with NBC-TV officials in Washington, but it was 
they who were responsible for the elaborate installation of $250,000 
worth of electronic equipment and the supervision of the 50-minute 
telecast visit through the White House, 

The President agreed to take televiewers through the public 
rooms of the remodelled mansion some weeks ago when he told Eugene 
Juster, general manager of WNBW and WRC, NBC's TV and radio stations 
in Washington, that he would be delighted to act as host on a tele- 
vised tour of the first two floors of the remodelled White House. 
Then network officials and engineers went into action. 

NBC's Charles H. College, acting as engineering coordinator, 
established a studio-type control room in the basement of the White 
House to integrate the electronic pickups from six cameras inside 
the mansion and one outside on the Pennsylvania Avenue lawn, College 
and NBC engineer John Rogers supervised the installation of more than 
a mile of camera cable, portable microphone leads and special spot- 
lights clipped onto the TV cameras, They and the 50 NBC specialists 
rolled back rugs in the East Room, Blue Room and main hall. They 
removed lightbulbs from the crystal chandeliers in the various rooms 
to prepare the lighting for the telecast. All this was done in a few 
hours on Saturday while tourists were still going through the public 


rooms, (

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An hour before the telecast was to begin, while President 
Truman was napping, Ralph Burgin, program coordinator and director of 
the telecast, had a brief camera rehearsal. Frank Bourgholtzer, NBC's 
White House correspondent, and the other network commentators took 
Juster as stand-in for Mr, Truman on the two-floor tour, 

The President himself arrived 15 minutes before air time, 
nattily dressed in a dark blue suit and tie, blue shirt and handker- 
chief, He walked rapidly through the ground and first floor rooms 
with the trio of commentators and then stationed himself at the top 


of the state stairway ready to go. 


Once the telecast got underway, the President proved to be 
a gracious host and first-class television personality as he told 
historical stories and anecdotes about various pieces of furniture in 
the redecorated official residence, He even obliged Bourgholtzer by 
playing several measures of Mozart's Ninth Sonata on the gold piano 


in the East Room, 
While her father showed off the White House, Margaret Tru- 


man, a seasoned NBC-TV personality, applauded him from the usher's 
office beside the front door, where she watched the tour on a tele- 


vision set, 
At the end of the 50-minute tour the President thanked NBC 


for making the telecast possible, then set off to show the White 
House all over again to a few personal friends of the Truman family.

ting on an entertainment show that we forget our basic purpose -- the 
purpose of bringing the facts on both sides of important issues to the 
attention of the public that has to decide how those issues are going 
to be resolved. Let us be showmen, by all means -- but let us not for- 
get that we are educators too, 

"I want anybody who hears or views the 'American Forum of the 
Air' to carry away with him not just an impression of a fight, but a 
very real illumination on some major issue of the day. And I want him 
to feel stimulated to go out and learn more facts about that issue, so 
that he can make up his own mind on a basis of the facts."

The telecast of "Medicine and the Mighty Atom" from Brook- 
haven, an atomic energy station at Upton, L.I., N.Y., marked the 
first time that mobile TV cameras had been in an atomic energy in- 
stallation, It originated in the hospital and medical division of 
the laboratory, and showed the interior of the laboratory where 
radioactive isotopes are separated and processed, Experiments with 
new radioactive isotopes, of potential significance to the further 


advancement of medicine, were shown,

Doctors who cannot attend the meeting, and the public, which 
also is vitally interested in medical progress, will be able to see at 
first-hand on NBC-TV what is happening at the 10lst annual meeting of 

: the American Medical Association at Navy Pier, Chicago, in June, 

Two half-hour coast-to-coast live telecasts of the conventim 
are planned. As the nation's leading medical authorities report on 
the very latest developments in the field of science and medicine to 
approximately 14,000 colleagues attending the meeting, mobile TV cam- 
eras will transmit the news to the rest of the country. Dr. Roy K, 
Marshall, whose own telecasts have brought science to a wide public, 
will be narrator. 

The programs will be carried over the NBC television network 
Tuesday, June 10, from 9:30 to 10:00 p.m., EDT, and Wednesday, June ll, 
from 10:00 to 10:30 p.m., EDT. They will be sponsored by Smith, Kline 
and French Laboratories, a Philadelphia pharmaceutical firm, in co- 
operation with the American Medical Association. The telecasts were 
conceived by Smith, Kline and French as part of its pioneering in its 
use of television for medical teaching. 

The telecasts, which will be conducted on a strictly scien- 
tific and educational level, also will present some of the highlights

of the 300 scientific exhibits to be displayed at Navy Pier. Doctors 
watching a television program of an operation being performed, and the 
newest methods of life-saving, symposiums of heart and blood vessel 
diseases, obesity and diabetes, and many other features will be among 
presentations. 

Dr. George F. Lull of Chicago, secretary and general manager 
of the American Medical Association, said, "An M.D, degree doesn't 
automatically give the doctor a healing touch, He must work and sweat 
to keep up with advancing science. His education is never completed, 
These programs will show one of the ways he continues to learn. 

"The public should not expect a magician!'s show of medical 
miracles. Rather, they should expect a view of solid, useful medical 
progress which ultimately will benefit them, 

C. Mahlon Kline, chairman of the board of the pharmaceutical 
firm, said, "These telecasts mark a milestone in the dynamic partner- 
ship of television and medicine. Three years ago our inauguration of 
television for medical teaching resulted in an entirely new approach 
to instruction at medical meetings. The surgical theater, the medical 
clinic, the doctor and the patient were brought into the meeting by 
television. 

"Now, as the next logical step, television brings the medical 
meeting to the doctors who cannot attend the meeting, and to the public, 
which is so vitally concerned with the progress revealed at these 

sessions."

A total of 68% of the residents of the area are in the upper 
two-thirds of general standard-of-living categories, with 28% falling 
into the topmost bracket and 39 in the middle, 

Radio ownership in the Colorado-Wyoming area is up 37% from 
1950, with 80% of all households currently owning at least 2 sets in 
working order; more than 50% with 3 or more sets. The average number 
of sets per household is now 2.6, compared to 1.9 in 1950. 

Time spent listening to the radio is up 8% since 1950. 
Averages of time spent with major media in the area show radio well 
ahead with 2 hours and 26 minutes per day per person; newspapers with 
36 minutes per day, and magazines with only 25 minutes per day. 

Expressed another way, Colorado-Wyoming families, on an 
average day, spend 484% more time listening to radio than they do 
reading magazines, and 306% more time listening to radio than reading 
newspapers, 

The reason for radio's dominance in this market: Station 
KOA, Denver, the only single outlet penetrating ail of Colorado and 
Wyoming, reaching 431,430 radio families regularly. 

BMB figures show that KOA covers every single county in the 
two states, reaching 91% of all radio families in Colorado and 78% of 
all radio families in Wyoming. 

In addition, KOA reaches more families than any other radio 
station between Omaha and the West Coast, with more than half of all 
families in the entire eight-state mountain-plains area as KOA 
listeners, 

KOA's weekly audience is the largest of any station in 75

KOA and the next three stations are located, KOA's weekly nighttime 
audience includes 93% of all radio families, for a lead of more than 
7,500 homes over the second station, 

Actual listening, on an hour-to-hour basis, for morning, 
afternoon and evening programs, shows KOA with overwhelming percent- 
ages above the other three stations. This also holds true on a 
quarter-hour basis for all three listening periods. 

Program-by-program, KOA leads all other stations in the area, 
with seven out of the top 10 evening programs and 11 out of the le 
top daytime programs on KOA. 

The study also emphasizes that coverage comparable to KOA's 
would entail use of 32 newspapers in 29 cities and towns for a circul- 
ation of 419,513, at a cost of $1,421.00 for a quarter-page advertise- 
ment in each newspaper; or a combination of 19 radio stations in 19 
cities and towns to reach 322,590 radio families at a cost of $364.50 
for each quarter-hour nighttime program. 

This contrast poorly with KOA's 431,430 radio families

They all came to honor Gus, 


More than 40 continuous years in the communications field 
were climaxed for Gustav A, Bosler, veteran NBC employee, by a sur- 
prise party given (May 23) by 200 of his friends and fellow workers at 
the Jamaica Hall in Jamaica, L.I. The occasion marked Bosler's com- 
pletion of 25 years of noteworthy service with the National Broadcast- 
ing Company. 

Bosler was greeted by the strains of "For He's a Jolly Good 
Fellow" when he entered the banquet hall for what he had supposed was 
to be a department "beer party" -- only to find the gathering was in 
his honor. With tears streaming down his face and a voice mixed with 
emotion, he could only keep muttering, "Fellows, I don't know what to 
say. I am so very happy and thrilled." 

After a gala floor show emceed by popular "Uncle Jim" Har- 
kins, of NBC, and songs by the entire group, Gus was presented with 
his 25-year NBC plaque, a Savage .300 deer rifle, a complete set of 
fresh water fishing equipment, two $100 bills and an assortment of gag 
gifts. Telegrams were read from notables of the broadcasting industry 
who were unable to attend. 

Everyone in the hall -- Model Shop employees, engineers, 
executives, technicians, handymen -- was there because of his tremen- 
dous fondness for Gus. Included among the guests were Gus! two sons, 
Carl of New York City, Robert of Orwell, Penn., and a son-in-law, John 
Pukit of Riverhead, L.I., who is an RCA employee. As if the surprise 
party weren't enough, also present at the gathering were men Bosler 
had worked with more than 30 years ago, the majority of whom he hadn't 


seen for more than 25 years. (more)

In this group were George Mowbray, Commissioner of Public 
Works of Portchester, N.¥.; Fred Klingenschmitt of the Amy Aceves and 
King Co.; John Yost, Frank Daggett and T.K. McSorley of the Radio 
Marine Corp.; John Bossom and John Lohman of Mackay Radio, and former 
U.S. Shipping Board Inspector Fred Landskron. Present too, was Arnold 
Bacon, NBC Receiving Set Superintendent, who first worked with Bosler 
in 1920, 

Bosler first entered the communications field in 1912 as an 
employee of the old Marconi Wireless Telegraph Company of America and 
joined the Independent Wireless Telegraph Company in 1918 (the Marconi 
Company was the forerunner of the Radio Corporation of America and In- 
dependent was later absorbed by RCA). In 1927 he received an offer 
from a young engineer, 0.B, Hanson (now Chief Engineer and Vice Presi- 
dent of NBC), to come to NBC and organize a Model Shop, a department 
to convert into metal and wood the plans and graphs other engineers 
have plotted out with paper and ink. 

Among the "firsts" worked on by Bosler was a mobile trans- 
mitter which was installed by NBC in an automobile to follow the late 
President Roosevelt's inaugural parade in 1933; a special miniature 
transmitter that fits into a top hat and which was worn by commentator 
George Hicks as he described an Easter Parade; the machine for the 
famed NBC chimes in which 24 notes are blended to make the familiar 
three tones; the time sounding device heard on the hour during network 
programs; a microphone that could be placed over a piano in any posi- 
tion; a large parabola reflector microphone that was used at the 
National Democratic convention in 1932; and the transmitter and re- 
ceiver used by Captains Stevens and Anderson in the first stratosphere 


flight.

Bosler, who will retire from NBC at the end of June to live 
on his son's modern dairy farm in Orwell, Pa., sums up his entire 
career in just a few words:

MeAndrew said, "Americans will see and hear intimate profiles 
of the leading candidates for the Presidential nominations, down-to- 
earth explanations of how a political convention operates, plus reviews 
of what happened at the 1948 conventions in Philadelphia. All this 
will be presented during the week before the opening of this year's 
conventions in Chicago. These public service programs, climaxing NBC's 
grass-root coverage of important state primaries throughout the nation, 
will set the stage for the 60 hours of NBC convention broadcasts and 
telecasts which Philco Corporation will sponsor," 

McAndrew, who is holding daily pre-convention meetings with 
NBC-TV and radio executives, said that plans for the greatest broad- 
casting coverage in history of the GOP and Democratic meetings are now

set. He said, "Building contracts have been let for NBC's combined 
radio-TV operations headquarters in the North Wing of the International 
Amphitheatre where both parties will choose their platforms and stand- 
ard-bearers.

In addi- 
tion to the air-conditioned studios we are building in the Amphitheatre 
and in the Hotel Conrad Hilton, where both parties will make their 
headquarters, we will use regular NBC studios and facilities in the 
Civic Opera building and the Merchandise Mart.
